table will classify the 
trees 
by diameters 
and heights so 
that from the table the total volume 
of any tree of a given diameter and 
height 
may 
be ascertained

table will bo of value to lumbermen 
in estimating 
western 
yellow pine 
timber 
since by its use a very close 
estimate may be obtained simply by 
getting 
the diameter of a tree four 
and a Half feet from the ground and 
estimating the number of logs the 
tree contains
